Conference  Chairman's  Address 

I  The  contributions  of  Dr.  Norman  Evers 
to  the  Science  Section  of  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  during  the  past 
thirty  years  or  so  made  it  certain  that 
when  he  became  chairman  of  the  Con- 
ference he  would  deliver  an  important 
address.  This  happy  event  has  now  taken 
place  (pp.  309-13),  the  only  matter  for 
surprise  being  that  the  Conference  has  had 
to  wait  so  many  years  for  it.  Dr.  Evers's 
estimate  of  the  average  length  of  previous 
chairmen's  addresses  is  new,  I  think,  and 
will  be  a  help  to  his  successors,  whether 
they  act  on  it  or  not.  But  it  is  not  by 
length  that  an  address  on  such  an  occasion 
is  judged.  A  fundamental  idea  underlying 
the  chairman's  emphasis  on  the  significance 
of  physical  chemistry  in  pharmacy  is  that 
we  are  not  near  the  end  but  near  the 
beginning  of  various  lines  of  approach  to 
problems  in  which  pharmacists  collaborate 
with  prescribers.  An  obvious  example  is 
the  class  of  phenomena  grouped  under  the 
term  rheology.  We  have  it  on  the 
authority  of  Dr.  Evers  that  new  ointment 
bases  have  "  not  had  the  effect  of  dimin- 
ishing the  amount  of  research  necessary 
when  a  new  ointment  or  cream  is  formu- 
lated : "  he  added  that  the  opposite  is  the 
case.  This  forward-looking  spirit  cannot 
fail  to  stimulate  thoughtful  readers  to 
tackle  problems  suggesting  themselves  in 
the  course  of  daily  work  at  the  dispensing 
counter.  The  proposal  of  the  Conference 
Executive  that  a  Research  Committee  of 
:he  Pharmaceutical  Society  should  sponsor 
:ertain  investigations  will,  it  may  be 
ioped,  be  accepted. 

Interrelation  of  Sciences 

In  reading  this  address  one's,  thoughts 
eturn,  as  often  happens  in  such  circum- 
itances,  to  the  old  question  of  the  relation- 
ihip  between  sciences.  Chemistry  is  inti- 
mately linked  with  physics,  physics  with 
nathematics.  The  chairman  of  the  Con- 
ference makes  the  point  that  a  greater 
nterest  of  students  in  physical  chemistry 
leeds  to  be  fostered  by  teachers.  I  should 
lave  thought  that,  having  passed  the 
[ntermediate  examination  of  trie  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  (soon  to  include  mathe- 
natics),  students  would  have  been  more 
ittracted  to  physical  chemistry  and  inor- 
ganic chemistry  than  to  organic  chemistry. 
Apparently  this  does  not  happen.  The 
xplanation  lies,  presumably,  partly  in  a 
videspread    dislike    of    mathematics  and 


partly  in  an  imperfect  realisation  of  the 
part  played  by  physical  chemistry  in 
pharmaceutical  operations.  The  chairman 
paid  tributes  to  recent  workers  in  fields 
belonging  to  the  general  subject — to  Dr. 
Scott  Blair,  Mr.  A.  G.  Fishburn  and  Mr. 
A.  W.  Bull.  On  his  own  considerable 
work  in  the  analytical  world  he  was  silent 
except  for  a  modicum  of  illustration.  With- 
out attempting  a  detailed  discussion  of 
this  address,  I  suggest  that  all  who  respect 
pharmacy  and  the  sciences  contributory  to 
it  read  it  carefully,  if  they  have  not 
already  done  so.  There  is  no  doubt  that  a 
knowledge  of  physical  chemistry  will  be 
vital  to  the  pharmaceutical  worker  of  the 
future. 

Early  Experiments 

When  we  look  back  to  the  early  years 
of  the  Royal  Society,  we  can  fairly  say 
that  some  progress  in  science  has  been 
made.  That  Society  dealt  a  fatal  blow  to 
credulous  notions  lacking  an  experimental 
basis ;  yet  some  of  the  experiments  of  its 
first  members  were  crude,  even  if  sound  in 
method.  Emulsions  supply  a  typical  in- 
stance. In  1674.  Nehemiah  Grew,  M.D. 
(best  remembered,  perhaps,  as  the  patentee 
of  a  salt  obtained  from  Epsom  waters)  con- 
tributed to  the  Society's  proceedings  a 
discourse  "  concerning  the  Nature,  Causes 
and  Power  of  Mixture."  The  contents  of 
this  monograph  indicate  that  Grew's  main 
interest  was  chemical  combination.  He 
made  a  tentative  approach  to  a  scientific 
process  (or  more  than  one)  for  emulsions 
by  trying  various  combinations  of  oils, 
resins  and  gums  with  "  any  winy  or  watery 
Liquor."  Using  yolk  of  egg  as  the 
emulsifier  for  blending  what  he  called 
"  essential  Oyls  "  with  "  any  unoyly 
Liquor,"  he  directed  the  digestion  of  "  any 
of  the  said  Oyls  with  about  an  equal 
quantity  of  the  Yelk  of  an  Egg,  with  a 
very  soft  heat,  like  that  of  the  Meridian 
Sun  in  Summer,  continued  for  the  space  of 
three  Weeks  or  a  Month  ;  and  in  the  mean 
time,  to  be  now  and  then  stirred  a  little 
together."  These  simple  experiments  were 
bettered  by  Barton,  a  Dublin  apothecary, 
in  i74ci-47,  and  by  James  Bogle  French, 
a  London  apothecary,  in  1757.  French's 
results  were  published  by  a  well-known 
physician,  John  Fothergill,  F.R.S.  These 
trials  led  the  way  to  a  better  understanding 
of  the  factors  involved  in  making  stable 
emulsions,  and  eventually  to  the  manufac- 
turing processes  of  today.  Xrayser

PRESERVATIVES 

Opening  the  session  with  a  paper  on 
"  Preservatives  in  Solutions  for  Parenteral 
Use,"  Dr.  H.  Davis,  London,  said  he  was 
dealing  with  only  one  aspect  of  the  use  of 
preservatives.  In  parenteral  solutions  such 
compounds  were  added  either  to  maintain 
sterility  or  to  preserve  activity.  He  would 
confine  himself  to  bacteriostatic  com- 
pounds added  for  preventing  the  growth 
of  organisms  in  multi-dose  containers.  The 
first  official  preparation  containing  a  pre- 
servative was  the  hypodermic  injection  of 
ergotin  in  the  B.P.,  1885,  in  which  cam- 
phor water  was  introduced,  probably  as  a 
result  of  the  observation  of  fungal  growths. 
In  the  B.P.,  1898,  phenol,  1.5  per  cent., 
replaced  camphor  water,  and  0.15  per 
cent,  of  salicylic  acid  was  included  in  in- 
jection of  pocaine.  In  19 14  the  concen- 
tration of  phenol  was  reduced  from  1.5 
to  1  per  cent.  In  1932  there  was  a  change 
to  0.5  per  cent.  Phenol  was  still  the  yard- 
stick, and  there  was  a  general  instruction 
to  include  an  antiseptic  equivalent  to 
phenol,  0.5  per  cent. 

Progress  After  1932 

From  1932  onwards  considerable  pro- 
gress had  been  made,  and  the  1948  B.P. 
included  a  list  of  suitable  bacteriostats, 
among  them  phenol,  0.5  per  cent.;  cresol, 
0.3  per  cent.;  chlorbutol,  0.5  per  cent., 
esters  of  j!?-hydroxybenzoic  acid  and 
phenyl  mercuric  nitrate,  0.001  per  cent. 

The  ideal  method  of  maintaining  steri- 
lity in  parenteral  solutions  was  to  put  them 
in  heat-sterilised  ampoules  or  other  well- 
sealed  single-dose  containers.  Multi-dose 
containers  were  popular,  however,  and 
there  was  little  danger  of  accidental  con- 
tamination if  they  were  used  intelligently. 
With  thermolabile  substances  the  contents 
should  be  limited  to  small-dose  injections. 

Preservatives  were  never  allowed  in 
intrathecal  injections,  but  he  wondered 
whether  this  was  because  the  provision  of 
suitable  preservatives  had  never  been  in- 
vestigated, or  because  all  concerned  were 
convinced  that  in  no  circumstance  should 
any  preservative  be  used  in  intrathecal  in- 
jections. He  was  convinced  that  suitable 
substances  could  be  introduced,  and 
thought  the  problem  should  be  examined,

in  order  to  widen  the  margin  of  safety,  f( 
in  accidental  deaths  from  intrathecals  tr 
infection  had  usually  proved  fatal. 

Choice  of  Preservative 

In  considering  what  preservative  shouii 
be  used  in  parenteral  compounds  it  wi 
necessary  to  study  the  compatibility  ( 
the  bacteriostat  with  the  drug,  its  solub 
lity  and  bacterial  activity  in  the  solven 
and  its  toxicity.  The  ideal  was  a  con 
pound  that  was  neutral,  soluble,  powerfi 
and  non-toxic.  In  practice  no  such  bac 
teriostat  existed,  and  it  was  necessary  t 
seek  a  compromise,  choosing  the  least  toxi 
and  adopting  the  principle  that  the  bac 
teriostat  should  not  interfere  with  therd 
peutic  activity  or  cause  turbidity.  No  ne^ 
preservative  of  note  had  appeared  in  re 
cent  years,  and  the  earliest  bacteriostat; 
phenol  and  cresol,  remained,  in  some  pre 
parations,  the  preservatives  of  choice.  Di 
Davis  next  discussed  the  relative  merits  0 
various  preservatives  in  turn. 

Phenols. — Against  non-sporing  orga 
nisms  0.5  per  cent,  phenol  had  approxi 
mately  the  same  activity  as  0.3  per  cent 
cresol.  They  were  therefore  preferable  ti 
chlorocresol,  which  caused  turbidity  witl 
some  salts. 

Halogenated  Phenols. — The  toxicity 
of  chlorocresol,  which  had  been  recommen 
ded  in  1935  for  the  injection  of  morphine 
had  been  examined  by  Wien,  who  founc 
that,  w/w,  it  was  of  the  same  order  o 
toxicity,  with  ten  times  its  bactericidal  acti 
vity  against  Staphylococcus  aureus.  Chloro 
xylenol  had  twice  the  potency  of  chloro 
cresol  but  was  much  less  soluble  in  water 
Several  incompatibilities  (e.g.,  with  codeine 
phosphate,  papaveretum  and  penicillin)  hac 
been  reported. 

Mercurials. — Phenyl  mercuric  nitrate 
and  phenyl  mercuric  acetate  were  power- 
ful bacteriostats  and  compatible  with  eithei 
acid  or  alkaline  media,  but  not  powerful 
bactericides.  Some  preferred  the  acetate  as 
being  more  soluble,  the  solubility  of  the 
nitrate  being  found  to  vary  with  the  age 
of  the  sample. 

Chlorbutol. — In  0.5  per  cent,  solution 
this  compound  was  slightly  more  bacteri-j 
cidal  than  phenol  against  S.  aureus,  and 
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was,  moreover,  comparatively  non-reactive. 

Esters  of  ^-Hydroxybenzoic  Acid. — 
Dr.  Davis  said  he  had  never  confirmed 
rom  his  own  experience  the  bactericidal 
ictivity  of  these  compounds,  but  they  were 
iseful  fungistats. 

After  brief  mention  of  other  compounds 
ised  to  maintain  activity  in  particular 
reparations  Dr.  Davis  concluded  by  say- 
ng  that  little  was  known  about  the  use  of 
>actericides  in  oily  injections,  and 
ippealing  for  research  on  the  problem. 

Manufacturing  Aspects 

A  further  paper,  on  "  Preservatives  and 
he  Manufacturer,"  was  read  by  Mr.  A.  G. 
■'ishburn,  who  said  there  were  two 
lirections  of  approach  to  the  problem. 
The  complete  manufacturing  process  from 
:aw  materials  to  finished  packed  article 
ould  be  studied  and  as  far  as  possible  all 
actors  which  might  induce  decomposition 
liminated;  or  a  chemical  agent  could  be 
ised  in  an  attempt  to  counteract  the  effect 
f  the  organism  or  substance  responsible 
3r  deterioration.  The  modern  tendency 
fas  to  use  preservatives  only  where  de- 
omposition  could  not  be  entirely  elimi- 
lated  by  specialised  technique  or  by  high 
|uality  standards.  Preservatives  were  used 
hiefly  (a)  when  it  was  impracticable  or  un- 
economic to  eliminate  all  interfering  sub- 
tances;  (b)  when  the  pure  preparation  was 
iherently  unstable;  or  (c)  when  there  were 
pecial  conditions  under  which  the  product 
'ould  eventually  be  used.  The  majority  of 
\ie  manufacturer's  stabilisation  problems 
^suited  from  the  need  for  manipulating 
irge  bulk,  the  maintenance  of  stock  solu- 
ons,  etc.,  for  considerable  periods,  and 
le  need  to  ensure  that  the  finished  pro- 
uct  would  resist  extremes  of  heat,  mois- 
lre,  etc.,  for  several  years  after  it  left  the 
lanufacturer's  warehouse.  In  processes 
rhich  were  straightforward  on  the  dis- 
ensing  scale,  numerous  contamination 
sks  were  introduced  when  the  process 
as  adapted  to  a  manufacturing  scale. 

The  prime  causes  of  deterioration  were 
t)  The  atmosphere  (oxygen,  carbon  di- 
xide,  water,  dust  particles,  bacteria,  fungi 
rid  insects) ;  (2)  heat  and  light ;  (3)  in- 
irnal  reactions  due  to  inherent  stability, 
tcipients,  or  the  action  of  containers.  In 
le  intermediate  phase  of  manufacture  the 
^mmonest  problems  were  connected  with 
acterial  or  fungal  infection  of  biological 
roducts.  While  precautions  could  be 
iken  to  reduce  such  hazards  (e.g.,  by  air 
Itration,  special  plant,  etc.),  there  were 


many  instances  when  a  preservative  must 
be  used.  Volatile  preservatives  such  as 
chloroform  and  xylene  were  preferable 
since  they  could  be  subsequently  volatilised 
(e.g.,  xylene  was  useful  to  prevent  putrefac- 
tion of  liver  mass  during  autolysis).  Most 
preservative  problems  occurred  in  the 
finishing  stage.  Much  could  be  done  by 
cleanliness,  etc.,  and  by  the  selection  of  a 
suitable  container,  but  many  single  sub- 
stances (e.g.,  ether,  chloroform  and  trich- 
lorethylene)  required  stabilisers.  A  wide 
variety  of  compounds  were  used  as  pre- 
servatives. The  hydroxy  compounds,  in- 
cluding phenols,  naphthols  and  glycols, 
were  bactericides,  fungicides  and  some- 
times antioxidants.  Most  commonly  used 
were  phenol,  cresol,  chlorocresol,  Phenoxe- 
tol,  betanaphthol  and  propylene  glycol  as 
preservatives,  and  pyrogallol,  />-hydroxydi- 
phenyl,  /?-hydroxydiphenylmethane,  cate- 
chol and  thymol  as  antioxidants.  The  para- 
hydroxy  benzoic  acid  esters  were  used  ex- 
tensively as  stabilisers  and  a  synergistic 
effect  had  been  observed  in  various  com- 
binations of  esters. 

Many  stabilisers  had  a  highly  specialised 
action  and  at  present  had  been  investi- 
gated only  for  a  limited  number  of  pro- 
ducts, e.g.,  thiourea  for  ascorbic  acid,  cam- 
phor sulphonic  acid  for  calcium  gluconate, 
etc.  The  selection  of  a  preservative  might 
involve  considerable  chemical  and  bio- 
logical research. 

Methods  must  be  devised  for  estimating 
the  preservative  and  ensuring  that  it  did 
not  introduce  incompatibility.  Preserva- 
tives enabled  the  manufacturer  to  carry 
out  processes  which  would  otherwise  re- 
quire extreme  conditions  in  plant  and 
manipulation,  and  they  permitted  the  pre- 
sentation of  materials  in  forms  which 
would  otherwise  be  inherently  unstable.  A 
preservative  in  a  packed  article  was  a  useful 
insurance  against  bad  climatic  conditions 
or  other  hazards. 

Simplicity    the  Keynote 

The  ideal  manufacturing  recipe,  how- 
ever, was  a  simple  one;  every  added  in- 
gredient introduced  an  extra  complication 
in  the  form  of  additional  analysis,  incom- 
patibility hazard,  storage  tests,  etc.  For 
every  new  product  a  balance  must  be 
struck  between  limitation  of  plant  and 
labour,  and  the  research  effort  involved  in 
selecting  a  satisfactory  preservative.  The 
trend  was  towards  considering  preservatives 
a3  an  unavoidable  second  line  of  defence.

Ex  Cathedra 

In  considering  the  various  contributions 
made  to  the  discussions  at  the  meeting  of 
Branch  Representatives  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  held  as  part  of  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  at  Brighton 
last  week,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that 
the  character  of  the  meeting  was  different 
in  an  essential  characteristic  from  its  pre- 
decessor held  in  London  in  May.  Mr. 
Linstead,  as  secretary  of  the  Society  and 
chief  (indeed,  only)  spokesman  of  the 
Council,  summed  up  the  difference  in  the 
single  illuminating  word  "  leap-frogging." 
What  was  on  the  agenda  in  May  was  put 
there  by  branches,  and  any  uncompleted 
issues  carry  forward  until  next  May.  Sep- 
tember 2  was  the  Council's  occasion,  when 
it  brought  forward  two  reports  embody- 
ing its  own  views  and  invited  the  branches 
to  ratify  them,  while  making  it  quite  clear 
from  the  chair  that  the  Council  retains 
full  liberty  of  action.  It  might  be  thought 
that,  in  the  circumstances,  any  discussion 
was  entirely  academic,  and  certainly  there 
was  some  letting-off  of  steam  that  will 
never  find  its  way  into  the  driving  mecha- 
nism of  the  pharmaceutical  Ship  of  State. 
Nevertheless,  while  the  Council  is  consti- 
tutionally at  liberty  to  disregard  the  whole 
of  the  proceedings,  in  practice  it  will  take 
a  good  deal  of  notice  of  any  arguments 
put  forward  that  obviously  had  the  back- 
ing of  a  majority  of  members,  and  from 
its  own  point  of  view  it  has  effected  a  con- 
siderable gain  by  securing  the  general 
approval  of  the  meeting  (tacit  if  not  ex- 


pressed numerically)  for  the  substance  of 
its  two  reports. 

There  were  many  who  came  to  attack 
and  remained  to  ratify  and  for  this  result 
the  persuasive  eloquence  of  Mr.  Linstead 
was  almost  entirely  responsible.  The  sec- 
retary had  all  the  answers  off  pat,  and 
could  hardly  have  dealt  more  effectively 
with  critics  if  he  had  known  beforehand 
what  they  were  going  to  say  and  prepared 
his  rejoinders  in  advance. 

Criticism  centred,  so  far  as  the  proposed 
revision  of  the  constitution  is  concerned, 
around  a  few  issues.  The  precise  place 
and  function  of  the  Branch  Representa- 
tives' meeting  itself  was  a  bone  of  conten- 
tion. Could  it  lay  down  the  law  or  was 
it  a  mere  talking  shop?  The  "extent  and 
powers  "  of  the  meeting  have  apparently 
not  yet  crystallised.  They  are  at  present 
"  experimental  "  and  no  doubt  are  expec- 
ted, like  the  British  constitution,  to 
"  broaden  down  from  precedent  to  prece- 
dent." The  revision  proposals,  as  presented, 
would  merely  give  it  "  formal  recognition." 
Still,  the  main  value  of  the  meeting  must 
surely  be  indirect.  Members  elect  a  Coun- 
cil to  transact  the  Society's  business,  and 
v/ill  not  surrender  their  voting  rights  to 
delegates.  They  must  form  their  own 
views  and  vote  accordingly.  Where  the 
Branch  Representatives'  meeting  is  —  or 
should  be — invaluable,  is  in  providing  the 
only  medium  for  a  direct  exchange  of 
opinions  between  members,  who  may  have 
very  clear  ideas  of  what  they  want,  and  a 
Council  that  has,  perhaps,  inside  know- 
ledge of  some  factor  that  prevents  those 
ideas  being  carried  out.  We  take  the  view 
that,  if  that  exchange  is  to  be  made  fully 
effective,  the  time  will  come  when  mem- 
bers will  expect  the  policies  put  forward 
by  the  Council  to  be  expounded  by  those 
who,  as  chairmen  of  committees,  have  been 
responsible  for  carrying  them  through.  This 
will  give  voters  both  the  confidence  that 
they  are  taking  enlightened  decisions  as 
democratic  electors  should,  and  the  confi- 
dence that  the  people  they  send  back  to 
carry  out  policies  have  the  necessary  skill 
and  personality  to  do  so.  Conversely,  the 
meeting  will  serve  to  train  speakers  who 
may  eventually  take  their  place  at  the 
Council  table. 
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Dilution  of  the  register  was  easily  shown 
to  be  a  remote  risk,  but  dilution  of  the 
Council  with  further  co-opted  members 
appointed  by  the  Privy  Council  (from 
names  of  pharmacists  submitted  by  the 
Council)  was  more  difficult  to  accept.  Mr. 
Linstead  again,  as  at  Torquay,  went  at 
length  into  his  largely  hypothetical  argu- 
ments about  increasing  State  control  under 
whatever  political  party  and  the  need  for 
forestalling  complete  immersion  of  the 
Society  in  the  Civil  Service.  We  say  hypo- 
thetical because,  if  valid,  they  would  apply 
as  readily  to  a  Council  with  21/27  elected 
members  as  to  one  containing  21/21.  How- 
ever, no  member  felt  so  strongly  on  the 
subject  as  to  raise  further  objection  after 
the  secretary  had  spoken. 

The  report  on  the  Council's  attitude  to- 
wards the  National  Health  Service  has, 
like  Appendix  A,  little  chance  of  any  im- 
mediate practical  outcome.  It  may  be  true, 
as  Mr.  Linstead  claimed,  that  the  Society 
had  far  more  to  do  with  the  status  pharma- 
cists have  secured  under  the  National 
Health  Service  than  it  is  given  credit  for, 
but  it  is  now  a  matter  of  history  that  it 
was  manoeuvred  out  of  any  direct  responsi- 
bility for  N.H.S.  The  green  appendix  is  an 
attempt  to  provide  sound  reasons  why  the 
Society  should  again  be  taken  into  consul- 
tation, but  they  are  of  the  "  pious  "  kind, 
since  on  all  of  them  more  effective  action 
can  be  taken  by  other  bodies.  The  secretary 
himself  admitted  this — unintentionally,  no 
doubt — when  he  said  that  "  the  centre  " 
could  now  do  no  more  than,  perhaps,  send 
a  circular  to  Health  Committees.  For 
the  rest,  pharmacists  must,  like  the  Pied 
Piper  of  Hamelin,  plead  their  own  case 
locally  at  the  Town  Hall.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  they  meet  with  a  better  response, 
for  they  have  not  that  hero's  remedy. 

A  Pooling  of  Experience 

The  Symposium  Session,  the  third  to  be 
held  by  the  Conference,  proved  again 
most  popular  and  successful.  The  subject 
— the  preservation  of  medicinal  substances 
— was  provocative.  It  was  one  on  which 
much  work  has  been  done,  and  it  was  par- 
ticularly suitable  for  consideration  by  a 
mixed  assembly  of  specialists  and  "  general 
practitioners  "  in  pharmacy.  Salient  points 
emerging  from  the  discussion  included  the 


urgent  need  for  defining  such  terms  as 
bacteriostat,  bactericide,  stabiliser,  etc.; 
the  wisdom  of  avoiding  problems  of 
deterioration  by  adequate  planning  before- 
hand rather  than  trying  to  remedy  them 
afterwards;  and  the  desirability — particu- 
larly from  the  manufacturer's  point  of 
view — of  simple  formulas.  For  exporters  to 
tropical  countries  a  further  consideration 
is  the  need  to  know  local  medical  customs 
and  methods  of  using  the  products  sent 
out.  Only  one  speaker  urged  that  labels 
on  injection  solutions  should  state  the  bac- 
tericide used.  The  importance  of  correct 
packaging  methods  as  a  factor  in  preserv- 
ing medical  substances  was  emphasised  by 
many  speakers,  and  one  contributor  sug- 
gested standard  storage  tests  for  packages, 
so  that  pharmacists  in  the  tropics,  for  ex- 
ample, might  be  able  to  assess  more  accu- 
rately the  state  in  which  preparations  pur- 
chased in  Britain  would  be  received. 

The  speakers,  moving  to  the  microphone 
in  a  constant  stream,  showed  generally  an 
understanding  of  symposium  technique,  but 
there  might  with  advantage  have  been 
more  younger  speakers  in  the  stream,  and 
more  representatives  of  the  retail  side  of 
the  craft.  New  physicochemical  methods  of 
sterilisation  were  dismissed  as  not  entirely 
satisfactory,  but  curiously  the  possibilities 
of  one  such  method — sterilisation  by  super- 
sonic waves — which  has  been  investigated 
in  America,  was  not  mentioned.  It  is 
possible  that  future  symposium  sessions 
could  be  held  to  deal  with  the  preserva- 
tion of  special  classes  of  medicament. 

Repeats  for  N.H.S.  Prescriptions? 

A  correspondent  in  a  recent  issue  of  the 
"  British  Medical  Journal  "  calls  for  the 
use  of  "  repeat "  prescriptions  in  the 
National  Health  Service — a  suggestion 
which,  so  far  as  it  shows  advantages  to 
patients  and  others,  demands  serious  con- 
sideration. To  show  the  particular  advan- 
tages in  practice  of  repeat  N.H.S.  pre- 
scriptions the  correspondent  cites  the  pre- 
scribing of  cough  mixtures,  for  more, 
people  go  to  doctors,  he  states,  because 
of  coughs  than  for  any  other  complaint. 
Most  of  these  patients,  he  finds,  consume 
about  a  pint  of  medicine  before  recovering, 
though  some  require  considerably  less.  If 
the  quantity  of  medicine  prescribed  at  first 
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is  8  oz.  a  patient  may  have  to  go  to  the 
doctor  three  times  to  obtain  the  total  quan- 
tity of  medicine  necessary,  with  a  conse- 
quent expenditure  of  his  own  and  the  doc- 
tor's time.  If,  however,  the  doctor  pre- 
scribes a  pint  at  first  to  avoid  waste  of 
time  there  is  a  risk  that  such  a  quantity 
will  not  be  required  and  that  much  of  the 
nedicine  will  be  wasted.  "  Much  time 
md  medicine  would  be  saved "  the  cor- 
respondent suggests,  if  doctors  were  able 
to  state  on  certain  prescriptions  "  to  be 
epeated  not  more  than  three  times." 

No  doubt  the  present  prescribing  system 
;ould  be  modified  to  allow  a  doctor  to 
jyrite  repeat  N.H.S.  prescriptions,  but  ad- 
ninistrative  difficulties  would  arise  parti- 
cularly if  patients  were  to  be  free  to  have 
he  "  repeat "  medicines  dispensed  at  dif- 
erent  pharmacies.  Financially  the  cost  of 
;xtra  dispensing  fees  involved  in  the  sug- 
gested scheme  would  have  to  be  set  against 
he  saving  in  cost  of  the  medicine  which 
vould  otherwise  be  wasted,  but  from  con- 
iderations  of  drug  economy  (particularly 
mportant  since  many  drugs  have  to  be 
•ought  abroad)  the  success  of  the  scheme 
vould  depend  largely  on  the  extent  to 
vhich  patients  co-operated. 

Alterations  to  Business  Premises 

The  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act, 
947,  which  came  into  force  on  July  i, 
introduced  some  important  changes  in  the 
rw,  and  they  affect  traders  who  wish  to 
lake  alterations  or  additions  to  their  busi- 
ess  premises.  Prior  to  July  i,  anyone 
rho  owned  land  was  entitled  to  develop 
:,  with  certain  limitations,  just  as  he 
'leased.  Now  these  rights  are  gone.  A 
roperty  owner  may  not  erect  new  build- 
igs  or  alter  old  ones  without  first  obtain- 
ig  the  consent  of  the  local  authority. 
Vith  a  few  exceptions,  all  he  may  do  with- 
Ut  permission  is  to  continue  to  use  his 
md  or  buildings  in  exactly  the  same  way 
s  he  was  doing  on  June  30,  1948.  The 
ight  to  control  its  use  for  any  other  pur- 
ose  has  been  conferred  upon  the  State. 

If  a  trader's  application  to  extend  or 
nprove  his  business  premises  is  granted, 
e  will  have  to  pay  to  the  State  for  this 
rivilege  what  is  called  a  "  development 
large."  The  amount  of  this  charge  is 
ssessed    at   the   time   of   the  application 


and  it  must  be  paid  before  the  work  is 
started.  If  alterations  or  additions  are 
carried  out  in  defiance  of  these  rules,  the 
owner  of  the  property  may  be  compelled, 
at  his  own  expense,  to  restore  it  to  its 
former  condition.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
State  has,  however,  established  a  Central 
Land  Fund  of  £300,000,000  out  of  which 
compensation  is  to  be  paid  to  owners  of 
property  who  have  lost  their  development 
rights.  Claims  against  the  Fund  should 
be  made  without  delay,  and  it  is  advisable 
to  employ  a  surveyor,  as  the  assessment  of 
this  compensation  is  a  matter  for  an  expert. 

In  the  Act  there  are  a  few  small  con- 
cessions under  which  it  is  legal  for  the 
owner  of  property  to  carry  out  repairs  and 
even  make  minor  alterations  to  his  pre- 
mises without  the  necessity  of  first  obtain- 
ing permission,  or  without  having  to  pay 
a  development  charge.  These  do  not  apply 
if  a  trader  increases  his  accommodation  to 
any  material  extent — for  example,  by  add- 
ing another  story,  or  by  increasing  the 
floor  space,  or  by  erecting  an  additional 
building  on  the  land  at  the  back  of  his 
premises.  It  is  almost  certain  that  in  all 
these  developments  he  will  first  have  to  get 
the  permission  of  the  local  authority. 

When  permission  is  granted,  the  question 
then  arises  whether  he  will  have  to  pay  a 
"  development  charge "  before  carrying 
out  the  work.  Generally  speaking,  the 
liability  for  this  charge  will  exist  unless 
the  alterations  or  additions  do  not  increase 
the  cubic  capacity  of  the  existing  building 
by  more  than  one-tenth.  Thus,  if  the  total 
cubic  content  of  the  existing  building  is 
8,000  cu.  ft.,  the  additions  made  must  not 
bring  the  cubic  content  to  more  than 
8.800  cu.  ft.,  otherwise  the  development 
charge  becomes  payable.  It  seems  that 
this  exemption  from  liability  to  pay  a  de- 
velopment charge  will  apply  even  where  a 
separate  building  is  erected  on  the  grounds 
of  the  premises,  so  long  as  the  limit  of 
additional  cubic  capacity  is  not  exceeded. 

If  a  trader  is  thinking  of  making  struc- 
tural alterations  or  additions  to  his  pre- 
mises and  is  in  any  doubt  about  his  rights, 
he  should  apply  to  the  local  authority  in 
order  to  find  out  whether  he  may  proceed 
with  the  work  without  permission,  and 
whether  any  development  charge  will  be 
payable  if  permission  is  given.

■om  abroad.    Mr.  G.  P.  Weil,  Belgium, 
jeaking  in  English,  said  that  he  and  his 
alleagues  had  been  much  struck  by  the 
/onderful  strides  that  were  being  made  in 
nproving  the  situation  of  Great  Britain, 
n  token  of  the  gratitude  and  sympathy  of 
elgian  pharmacists,  their  President  pro- 
osed  to  present  to  the  Society  a  silver 
ledal  bearing  the  coat  of  arms  of  Bel- 
ium.    Amid  loud  applause,  Mr.  Trama-

Mr.  S.  Gelting-Hansen 
president,  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Den- 
nark),   after   conveying   the   greetings  of 
)anish    pharmacists    and    expressing  his 
lanks   for   the   hearty   welcome   to  the 
righton  Conference,  said  he  hoped  that 
le  Society  in  Great  Britain  would  con- 
mue  to  play  the  same  influential  part  in 
iharmacy  that  it  had  played  hitherto. 

Mympic  Bodyguard? 

Dr.  Pascal,  France,  expressed  the  re- 
ret  of  Mr.  F.  Arnal  (president,  Ordre 
les  Pharmaciens)  that  he  had  had  to  re- 
urn  to  France  before  the  Conference  was 
included.  Mr.  Shaw  said  that  Dr.  Pascal 
yas  manager  of  the  French  Olympic  wrest- 
ing team;  he  was  thankful  that  Dr.  Pascal 


had  not  been  a  delegate  at  the  Represen- 
tatives' Meeting,  and  proposed  to  appoint 
him  his  bodyguard  for  the  rest  of  the  day 
(laughter).  Professor  E.  H.  Vogelenzang, 
on  behalf  of  the  president  and  Council  of 
the  Royal  Netherlands  Society  for  the  Ad- 
vancement of  Pharmacy,  said  that  after 
the  battle  of  Arnhem  in  194.4  the  western 
part  of  the  Netherlands  had  been  cut  off 
from  the  source  of  its  supplies  of  insulin. 
From  February  1945  it  had  been  necessary 
to  cut  the  insulin  ration  to  one-third  and 
prohibit  its  use  by  any  one  over  fifty-five 
years  of  age.  In  February  and  April  1945 
rations  of  insulin  had  been  dropped  by  the 
R.A.F.  into  Holland.  Medicines,  including 
crystalline  insulin,  had  been  brought  to 
Holland  in  small  boats,  and  the  normal 
amounts  of  insulin  had  again  been  allowed 
after  an  interval  of  three  weeks.  The  Dutch 
Society  wished   to   take   the  opportunity 
provided  by  their  first  official  contact  with 
Britain  after  the  war  to  present  their  offi- 
cial medal  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Great  Britain.  The  medal  bore  the  in- 
scription :    "  The   Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Great  Britain,  1940-45  "  and  the  name 
of  the  donor.    The  President,  accepting 
the  gift,  said  his  Society  would  preserve 
it  as  a  treasured  memento.  Dr.  A.  Keil- 
holz    (secretary  of  the  Netherlands  So- 
ciety) thanked  his  audience  for  a  most  in- 
teresting and  instructive  conference,  and 
for  the  many  tokens  of  friendship  that  the 
Dutch  visitors  had  found  at  Brighton.  Mr. 
H.  M.  Moa  (Norwegian  Society  of  Dis- 
pensing Chemists)  said  that  British  phar- 
macists and  their  organisations  were  so  dif- 
ferent from  those  in  Scandinavian  coun- 
tries that  it  had  been  of  the  greatest  in- 
terest to  get  a  glimpse  of  pharmaceutical 
conditions  in  Britain.    Dr.  W.  Haas,  con- 
veying  the   good   wishes   of   the  Societe 
Suisse  de  Pharmacie,  said  that  Swiss  hopes 
and  wishes  were  with  the  future  of  Great 
Britain;  he  drank  to  its  welfare  and  that 
of  the  Society.    The  President,  thanking 
the  speakers,  asked  them  to  take  back  with 
them  the  good  wishes  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical  Society  of  Great  Britain,   and  ex- 
pressed the  hope  that  they  would  be  pre- 
sent at  every  one  of  its  future  conferences.

CONFERENCE  BANQUET 


At  the  Conference  banquet,  held  in  the 
Corn  Exchange  on  September  2,  the  toast 
"  The  Conference  and  the  Society "  was 
proposed  by  Mr.  A.  E.  Orbell,  J. P. 
(chairman,  Brighton  Executive  Council). 
During  the  past  thirty  years,  he  said,  there 
had  been  a  great  advance  in  pharmaceu- 
tical science.  The  recent  war  had  been  a 
scientists'  war,  but  many  of  the  medical 
discoveries  made  then  were  available  now 
for  the  purposes  of  peace.  There  was  to- 
day a  general  call  for  higher  standards  of 
education.  Those  who  guided  the  destiny 
of  the  Society  should  bear  in  mind  that, 
to  the  layman,  the  service  given  by  the 
individual  pharmacist  would  serve  as  the 
criterion  of  the  profession  as  a  whole. 
Pharmacists  had  done  fine  work  under 
National  Health  Insurance;  now  they 
were  showing  what  they  could  do  in  the 
new  National  Health  Service. 

Fourth  Brighton  Meeting 

Replying  to  the  first  part  of  the  toast, 
Dr.  Norman  Evers  said  that  the  Confer- 
ence had  met  four  times  at  Brighton.  The 
first  occasion  was  in  1872,  and  it  was  in- 
teresting to  go  back  to  those  days  and  com- 
pare them  with  the  present  meeting.  The 
chairman  (at  that  period,  president)  had 
been  Mr.  H.  B.  Brady,  founder  of  the  old- 
established  business  of  Brady  &  Martin, 
Newcastle-on-Tyne.  Two  years  after  the 
Conference,  Mr.  Brady  has  been  made  a 
Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society.  It  was  not 
uncommon  in  those  days  for  Conference 
chairmen  to  be  so  honoured  and  Dr.  Evers 
left  it  to  his  hearers  to  decide  whether  the 
calibre  of  Conference  chairmen  had  deteri- 
orated or  whether  the  standards  of  the 
Royal  Society  had  been  raised.  Among  the 
officers  of  the  1872  Conference  were  such 
renowned  pharmacists  as  Deane,  Bentley, 
Hanbury,  Carteighe,  T.  Greenish;  the  sec- 
retaries were  Professor  Attfield  and  F. 
Baden  Benger.  He  wondered  how  many 
names  from  the  present  Conference  would 


be  so  well  remembered  seventy-six  yea: 
ahead.  A  large  part  in  the  proceeding 
had  been  taken  up  with  a  symposium  se 
sion  on  "  Pharmaceutical  Education,"  an 
many  of  the  suggestions  made  at  the  'se; 
sion  were  only  now  being  adopted.  Foui 
teen  papers  had  been  presented,  many  c 
them  of  a  high  standard,  although,  i 
view  of  subsequent  progress,  it  was  eas 
to  poke  fun  at  some  of  the  others,  such  a 
one  recommending  calcium  chloride  solu 
tion  as  disinfectant,  the  method  of  estima 
tion  being  to  measure  the  period  tha 
elapsed  before  mildew  made  its  appear 
ance.  Since  1872  the  Conference,  sai< 
Dr.  Evers,  had  had  its  ups  and  downs,  bu 
he  believed  it  was  now  at  the  beginning 
of  a  period  of  revived  youth  and  vigour 
The  importance  of  scientific  research  wa: 
growing  year  by  year,  and  an  importan 
recommendation  of  the  Conference  Execu 
tive  was  the  formation  by  the  Pharmaceu 
tical  Society  of  a  Research  Committee, 
with  members  distinguished  in  the  phar- 
maceutical field.  Co-ordination  of  research 
would  be  of  the  utmost  value  in  solving 
many  problems,  and  he  hoped  the  project 
would  have  full  support  both  from  the 
universities,  hospitals  and  individuals,  and 
from  commercial  firms.  The  scope  might 
be  limited  at  first  but  it  would  grow.  There 
was  no  sign,  Dr.  Evers  concluded,  that  the 
importance  of  pharmacy  was  in  any  way 
diminishing,  and  the  activities  of  the  Con- 
ference must  increase  with  it. 

Educational  Outlook 

On  behalf  of  the  Pharmaceutical  So- 
ciety, Mr.  H.  Clement  Shaw  (president) 
also  responded.  He  took  occasion  to  refer 
to  educational  problems  which,  he  said,, 
both  pharmaceutical^  and  generally,  were 
becoming  acute.  Pharmaceutical  stan- 
dards were  always  ahead  of  requirements, 
just  as  requirements  were  always  ahead  of 
remuneration.  In  the  training  of  the  phar- 1 
macist  stress  should  be  laid  on  principles 
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and  functions,  thereby  educating  for  life, 
-ather  than  on  the  present  mass  of  data 
which  necessitated  a  refresher  course  with 
each  new  edition  of  the  pharmacopoeia. 
The  president  concluded  with  a  graceful 
tribute  to  Mr.  H.  B.  Mackie  for  his  ser- 
vices to  pharmaceutical  education  locally.

S.Pharm.,  F.R.I.C.,  who  expressed  the 
ippreciation  all  the  visitors  felt  for  the 
;ivic  hospitality  shown. 

The  Mayor  of  Brighton  (Councillor 
P.  F.  Friend-James,  O.B.E.,  J. P.)  respon- 
ded. He  praised  the  efficiency  of  the  offi- 
cers of  the  Conference  whom  he  had  met 
in  the  course  of  the  preliminary  prepara- 
tions, and  welcomed  the  visitors  from 
Great  Britain  and  overseas  ("  Stranger  is  a 
sacred  name  "). 

The  Mayor  of  Hove  (Councillor 
E\  G.  J.  Didden,  J. P.)  also  welcomed  the 
guests  and  hoped  that  some  future  meeting 
of  the  Conference  might  be  held  in  Hove. 

"  The  Guests  "  was  proposed  by  Mr. 
Donald  W.  Hudson  (chairman  of  the  local 
Conference  committee)  who  welcomed  the 
civic  heads  of  Brighton,  Hove  and  Lewes, 
the  pharmacists  present  from  many  parts 
of  Europe,  and  visitors  from  all  parts  of 
Great  Britain.  He  especially  welcomed 
Mr.  J.  McGregor  (president  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Northern  Ireland) 
and  Mr.  P.  A.  Brady  (president  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland). 

Dr.  Norman  Maple  (a  past  chairman 
and    secretary    of    the    Brighton  Branch, 


British  Medical  Association)  said  he  found 
he  was  included  on  the  toast  list  under 
his  own  name  but  that  he  ought  to  have 
appeared  as  Dr.  216.  Indeed,  he  was 
really  a  numerical  split  personality,  for  he 
was  on  the  medical  lists  of  three  Executive 
Councils  and  appeared  variously  as  216, 
204  and  M5.  He  acknowledged  the  in- 
debtedness of  doctors  to  the  loyalty,  co- 
operation and  help  of  pharmacists.  "  We 
are  members,"  he  said,  "  not  of  two  pro- 
fessions, but  of  two  branches  of  the  same 
profession." 

On  behalf  of  overseas  members  of  the 
Conference  a  second  response  to  the  toast 
was  made  by  Dr.  E.  Host-Madsen  (presi- 
dent, International  Federation),  who  re- 
ceived an  ovation  on  rising.  At  Confer- 
ences, he  said,  one  heard — as  in  books  one 
read  —  "  words,  words,  words,"  but  that 
summary  was  not  the  whole  truth.  He 
wished  to  reveal  what  the  words  he  had 
heard  at  the  Conference  had  taught  him 
and  how  they  had  "  spoken  to  his  feel- 
ings." Philosophers  had  written  volumes 
about  humour,  but  the  English  had  shown 
it  in  their  everyday  speech,  and  even  in 
presenting  scientific  papers.  They  had  re- 
vealed to  him  that  pharmacists  in  Britain 
wanted  to  work  internationally,  and  phar- 
macists of  other  countries  would  go  back 
fortified  by  that  knowledge.  They  would 
take  back  both  the  impression  that  work 
was  being  done  in  Britain  that  was  neces- 
sary for  the  future  of  Europe,  and  the 
confidence  that  Britain  would  surmount 
her  difficulties.  He  wished  "  Good  luck  to 
the  pharmacy  of  old  England."

nt  of  Order 

\n  early  shock  was  forthcoming  for  the 
tform.  Mr.  J.  W.  Bowie,  Dartford, 
a  point  of  order,  said  that  several  items 
sed  at  the  previous  meeting  of  repre- 
tatives  in  London  in  May  were  not  on 
agenda ;  he  mentioned  specifically  the 
usurer's  undertaking  to  make  a  full  state- 
nt  on  the  finances  relating  to  the 
;iety's  Brunswick  Snuare  structure  and 
the  question  of  purchase  tax  on  branded 
>ds,  about  which  members  wanted,  he 
d,  a  statement  from  the  secretary.  Deal- 
with  this  point  of  order  the  Secretary 
r.  Hugh  N.  Linstead.  O.B.E.,  M.P., 
C),  declared  that,  when  the  new  sys- 
i  under  which  two  such  meetings  were 
d  annually  was  introduced,  it  was 
derstood  that  one  would  be  reserved  for 
olutions  from  branches,  and  the  second 
uld  be  for  subjects  brought  forward  bv 
Council.  There  was  thus  a  sort  of 
eap-frogging,"  under  which  the  points 
sed  in  May  would  be  carried  over  to 
following  May.  On  the  two  subjects 
sed  by  Mr.  Bowie,  however,  he  had  this 
say.  The  purchase  tax  question  was 
w  settled,  and  the  details  were  being 
rked  out.  The  Treasury  had  decided  to 
ke  a  concession  under  which  dispensed 
>prietary  medicines  supplied  in  bulk 
uld  go  tax-free ;  there  was  no  other 
mge  from  the  original  proposals.  It 
d  not  been  possible  to  issue  the  state- 
nt  promised  by  the  treasurer  because 
?otiations  to  reach  agreement  on  the 
ue  of  the  building  were  still  in  progress 


with  the  intending  purchasers,  the  Uni- 
versity of  London.  Members  could  be 
assured,  however,  that  the  approval  of  a 
general  meeting  of  members  would  be 
sought  before  any  sale  of  the  building  was 
effected. 

Proposals  for  Revised  Constitution 

Two  subjects  were  brought  forward  by 
the  Council  for  discussion  by  the  Branch 
Representatives :  (a)  A  further  report  of 
revisions  of  the  Society's  constitution  (see 
C.  &  D.,  August  14,  p.  208);  and  (b)  a 
statement  on  the  pharmaceutical  services 
provided  under  the  National  Health  Ser- 
vice. The  Chairman  went  through  each 
report  paragranh  by  paragraph,  and  repre- 
sentatives were  at  liberty  to  rise  and  speak 
on  any  matter  about  which  they  wished  to 
introduce  discussion. 

Mr.  M.  Jackson,  Leeds,  opened  from 
the  floor  by  declaring  that  branches  were 
disappointed  that  they  had  been  given  no 
opportunity  of  studying  the  document  be- 
fore them.  Although  it  had  taken  about 
a  year  to  produce.  Appendix  A  (on  the 
constitution)  was  almost  the  same  as  that 
presented  a  year  earlier  (Appendix  B).  He 
asked  for  assurances  that  in  future  branches 
would  have  time  to  examine  any  such 
documents,  and  that  any  detailed  proposals 
would  be  submitted  to  members  before 
ratification  by  the  Council.  Mr.  L.  Spal- 
ton,  Leicestershire,  said  his  branch  also 
considered  that  inadequate  notice  had  been 
given.  He  made  the  concrete  suggestion 
that  any  such  reports  should  be  in  the 
hands  of  branch  secretaries  at  least  four 
weeks  before  any  meeting  of  Branch  Rep- 
resentatives. Mr.  E.  Robinson,  Bradford, 
said  that  members  of  his  branch  were 
agreed  about  the  inadequacy  not  only  of 
the  time  given  to  study  the  report,  but  also 
of  the  "  diet  "  provided.  At  Torquay  the 
previous  year  it  had  been  stated  that  a 
considerable  time  would  elapse  before  any 
change  ^  would  become  possible  for  the 
Society's  constitution.  He  wondered  how 
much  time  had  been  spent  on  Appendix  A, 
for  it  was  not  of  the  character  that  mem- 
bers expected  from  their  Council.  The  sur- 
vey could  as  easily  have  been  given  in  1947. 
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Mr.  H.  Long,  Bristol,  said  that  there 
was  a  real  need  to  clarify  the  functions  and 
purpose  of  the  Branch  Representatives' 
meeting.  Had  it  the  status  of  a  lower 
house,  he  asked,  or  indeed  any  status  at 
all?  Mr.  H.  Clement  Shaw  interpolated 
here  a  declaration  that  the  Council  must 
function  as  a  Council ;  it  could  not  hold 
itself  bound  by  the  decision  of  the  Branch 
Representatives'  meeting,  and  if  members 
disagreed  with  any  course  taken  by  their 
Council  they  should  take  steps  to  replace 
their  elected  representatives  with  others. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Society  (Mr. 
H.  N.  Linstead)  admitted  the  late  sending- 
out  of  Appendix  A,  but  said  it  had  not 
been  easy,  on  account  of  discussions  that 
had  been  taking  place  during  the  year,  to 
get  ready  even  the  brief  resume  given. 
The  extent  and  powers  of  that  meeting 
must  be  regarded  as  experimental,  and  it 
would  be  necessary  to  profit  by  the  ex- 
perience gained  at  each  one.  He  thought 
it  fair  to  say  that  no  new  points  were 
raised  in  Appendix  A.  The  pink  docu- 
ment (Appendix  B)  had  already  been  con- 
sidered by  branches,  and  the  changes  put 
forward  in  the  blue  Appendix  A  incorpor- 
ated the  outcome  of  the  discussions  at 
Torquay  in  1.94,7.  If  there  remained  any 
great  differences  of  opinion  among  repre- 
sentatives, they  were  at  liberty  to  reject 
the  report.  Whatever  happened,  the  re- 
port remained  only  a  skeleton  and  must 
give  way  to  a  detailed  third  stage.  Although 
no  vote  was  taken,  it  appeared  that  there 
was  general  approval  of  the  report. 

An  Intentionally  Comprehensive  Term 

The  meeting  then  proceeded  to  consider 
clause  3.  dealing  with  the  objects,  powers 
and  duties  of  the  Society.  Mr.  A.  B. 
Gilmour,  Glasgow,  asked  for  further  ex- 
planation of  the  phrase  "  interests  of  the 
pharmaceutical  profession,"  and  Mr.  H.  C. 
Shaw  replied  that  the  Dresent  wording  was 
"  interests  of  chemists  and  druggists."  The 
new  term  was  intended  to  be  "  rather 
comprehensive  "  and  it  was  possibly  better 
not  to  insist  on  too  close  a  definition.  Mr. 
H  N.  Linstead  pointed  out  to  Mr.  Gil- 
mour that  the  phrase  would  include  "  any 
practising  pharmacist  anywhere." 

Mr.  P.  Varley,  Blackpool,  considered 
that  it  would  be  time  enough  to  make  the 
proposed  change  when  it  was  legally  pos- 
sible to  insert  the  personal  title  "  pharma- 
ceutical chemist  "  ;  he  was  reminded  by 
the  Chairman  that  the  educational  regu- 
lations providing  for  the  replacement  of 


the  chemist  and  druggist  by  a  pharmacet 
tical    chemist    qualification    would   be  I 
operation  before  the  matters  dealt  with 
the  report  went  through. 

Why   the   Society  is   not   "  Royal  " 

Mr.  R.  W.  Jones,  Blackpool,  said  H 
branch  was  against  the  omission  of  til 
title  "  chemist  and  druggist."  Mr.  L.  (J 
Matthews,  North  Metropolitan,  said  I 
was  laid  down  in  the  1908  Act  that  cherl 
ists  and  druggists  could  call  themselvl 
pharmacists.  In  other  words  the  titl 
"  pharmacist  "  was  protected.  His  chij 
regret  arising  from  the  report  was  that  J 
reference  had  been  made  to  the  possibj 
inclusion  of  "  Royal  "  in  the  title  of  til 
Society.  Long-established  bodies  hJ 
thought  it  worth  while  to  get  their  titll 
modified  in  that  way  and  he  thought  tl 
Society  should  follow  suit. 

Mr.  E.  Neville  Brown,  South-wel 
Metropolitan,  asked  what  was  meant  by  tl 
phrase  "  are  or  have  been  "  in  the  clauj 
dealing  with  relief.  He  hoped  there  woul 
be  no  exclusion  of  persons  who  were  J 
longer  members  because  they  were  unarJ 
to  pay  their  retention  fee.  Mr.  H.  WalsJ 
Birmingham,  thought  the  word  "  interests! 
too  finely  drawn.  The  National  Heall 
Services  introduced  new  consideration 
and  he  would  like  to  see  words  like  "  asj 
public  service "  included.  Mr.  H.  LonI 
Bristol,  suggested  the  alternatives  "  to  prl 
mote  the  status  of  the  pharmaceutical  prl 
fession  "  or  "  to  promote  the  status  aJ 
business  of  pharmacists  "  as  possibly  meJ 
ing  the  idea  Mr.  Walsh  had  in  mind.  I 

Mr.  Linstead  summarised  the  Council 
views  on  the  various  Doints  raised.     It  hJ 
been  thought  unwise,  he  said,  to  take  tl 
reference  to  chemists  and  druggists  out  I 
the  Charter  until  the  new  pharmaceutic! 
chemist  qualification  and  title  were  sul 
stituted.     There  was  nothing  in  the  pari 
graph  to  detract  from  the  power  of  tl 
Society  to  look  after  the  interests  of  any 
its  members.  While  no  Society,  he  claime 
was  more  attached  than  the  Pharmace 
tical   Society   to   the   King   as   a  symb< 
there  was  an  affection  for  its  ^resent  til 
and  therefore,  when  previously  it  had  be< 
suggested  that  the  Society  should  apply 
become  "  Royal  "  a  compromise  had  be< 
reached  by  inviting  the  King  to  become 
patron  of  the  Society.     The  words  "  are  i 
have  been "  were  necessary,  he  told  M 
Neville  Brown,  because  of  the  alteraticl 
of  the  law  under  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisoi 
Act,  1933.     Under  that  Act  everybody  it 
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he  Register  was  a  member  of  the  Society, 
ind  vice  versa.  The  Society  wanted  to  be 
ible  to  help  hardship  cases,  but  obviously 
:ould  not  pay  subscriptions  for  members 
vho  were  no  longer  alive,  and  the  clause 
tad  been  necessary  to  cover  dependants. 
ie  personally,  like  Mr.  Walsh,  disliked  the 
vord  "  interests,"  but  thought  that  Mr. 
Valsh's  point  was  met  by  the  phrase  "  to 
dvance  pharmacy,"  given  as  the  first  of 
he  "  objects,  powers  and  duties." 

Mr.  Andrew  Officer,  Glasgow  and 
iouth-western  Scottish,  said  it  was  good 
tews  to  learn  from  the  report  that  re- 
ision  to  the  Charter  was  now  much  more 
asily  achievable  than  formerly,  but  in  so 
ar  as  the  Charter  was  a  memorandum  of 
undamentals  it  should  not  be  altered 
/ithout  full  consultation  of  every  member. 
Ie  asked  for  an  assurance  (later  given  by 
lie  chairman)  that  this  would  be  done. 

Mr.  C.  Norman,  North  Metropolitan, 
sked  whether  the  Council  had  given  any 
lought  to  the  inclusion  in  the  Register  of 
sts  of  holders  of  its  diplomas,  and  the 
ecretary  replied  that  there  would  be  no 
ifficulty  about  including  such  names,  but 
lere  was  no  particular  advantage  in  doing 
).  If  names  other  than  those  statutorily 
iquired  were  included  the  Society  might 
e  faced  with  a  request  to  include  holders 
f  university  qualifications. 

dilution  Opposed 

Mr.  F.  T.  R.  Hollings,  Teeside,  said 
e  had  been  sent  by  his  branch  to  oppose 
ny  dilution  of  the  Register.  Mr.  Lin- 
tead  replied  that  fear  of  dilution  was  to- 
ay  unnecessary.  Earlier  dilutions  had 
een  made  under  a  by-law  that  had  now 
psed,  and  at  present  no  pressure  could 
e  brought  to  admit  persons  who  had  not 
assed  the  Society's  examinations. 

When  clause  7  (proposing  additional 
ouncil  members  appointed  by  the  Privy 
ouncil)  was  reached,  Mr.  H.  Bradshaw, 
uddersfield,  declared  that  at  Torquay  in 
fU7  Branch  Representatives  had  not 
?reed  on  that  point.  He'  thought  that  if 
ie  co-opted  members  were  pharmacists, 
ley  should  be  put  through  by  the  ordin- 
ry  processes  of  election.  Mr.  A.  B.  Gil- 
our,  Glasgow,  was  informed  from  the 
lair  that  if  the  provisions  were  carried 
lere  might  be  one,  two  or  three  members 
om  Scotland,  but  "  it  would  be  wrong 
j  limit  the  choice  to  a  particular  area." 
[r.  L.  Spalton,  Leics,  argued  that  the 
ause  did  not  meet  the  arguments  brought 
>rward  at   Torquay.     He   thought  there 


was  confusion  between  attempting  to  fore- 
stall Government  action  and  getting  mem- 
bers on  to  the  Council  who  would  other- 
wise not  be  available.  Could  not  co-opted 
members  serve  only  on  committees? 

Looking  Ahead 

Mr.  Linstead  rose  to  explain  the  Coun- 
cil's viewpoint.  The  trend  of  political 
movement,  he  said,  whatever  party  was  in 
power,  was  towards  a  greater  measure  of 
State  control — the  only  factor  that  would 
change  with  political  colour  being  the 
speed  of  progress.  The  important  ques- 
tion was  whether  control  should  be  taken 
over  completely  by  the  Minister  of  Health, 
or  remain  in  the  hands  of  self-governing 
professions.  The  healthy  way,  he  thought, 
was  for  professional  bodies  to  look  after 
professional  interests.  The  proportion  of 
three  Privy  Council  members  out  of 
twenty-one  was  a  small  Government  nuc- 
leus for  a  professional  body  having  such 
wide  powers  as  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
and  the  Council  felt  that  the  additional 
representation  was  not  excessive. 

Mr.  M.  Jackson,  Leeds,  speaking  on 
the  "  organisation  "  clause,  said  his  branch 
insisted  on  the  constitution  of  the  Branch 
Representatives'  meeting  being  fitted  into 
the  framework  of  the  Society.  In  the  past, 
resolutions  had  been  turned  down  as  un- 
representative, but,  as  membership  of  the 
Society  was  now  compulsory,  members  had 
a  right  to  safeguard  their  privileges  in  any 
revised  constitution. 

The  next  point  on  which  there  was  any 
considerable  discussion  was  a  proposal  pro- 
viding for  the  formation  of  special  groups 
of  members  within  the  Society.  Mr.  G. 
Bryan,  Birmingham,  asked  whether  it  was 
the  intention  to  take  over  such  bodies  as 
the  Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists.  Mr. 
Richard  thought  there  was  no  call  for  such 
groupings,  and  Mr.  R.  McCrone,  Glas- 
gow, thought  the  proposal  at  variance  with 
the  previous  clause  (clause  8)  formally 
recognising  the  branch  system. 

Mr.  H.  N.  Linstead,  for  the  Council, 
thought  undue  importance  was  being 
attached  to  the  clause.  Suppose  a  func- 
tional group  wanted  to  come  within  the 
framework  of  the  branch  system,  why  ex- 
clude it  as  unconstitutional?  The  clause 
would  prevent  the  "  hiving-off  "  of  inde- 
pendent groups. 

Mr.  Long,  Bristol,  asked  whether  it  was 
desirable  to  take  any  action  at  all,  as  there 
was  nothing  to  prevent  groups  forming, 
although  they  might  be  unrecognised.  By 
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enabling  recognition  the  clause  opened  the 
way  to  a  possibility  that  the  Society  might 
be  compelled  to  recognise  any  sectional 
interest,  or  to  support  one  against  another. 

Mr.  Linstead  explained  that  conditions 
for  admission  would  have  to  be  laid  down, 
but  the  clause  would  provide  a  means  of 
exercising  influence  on  a  group  of  mem- 
bers. Mr.  Cochran,  Thames  Valley,  sup- 
ported the  principle  of  the  clause,  con- 
tending that  it  would  be  an  advantage  for 
the  whole  body  that  the  views  of  the 
minority  groups  should  be  put  before  the 
complete  membership. 

Miss  M.  H.  Perkins,  Leics,  asked  how 
the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  would 
be  affected,  and  Mr.  Linstead  caused  con- 
siderable laughter  by  asking  why,  if  the 
N.P.U.  wished  to  come  into  the  branch 
organisation,  it  should  not  be  allowed  to. 

Acceptance  of  the  Appendix  was  moved 
by  Mr.  W.  H.  Cloud,  West  Ham,  secon- 
ded, and  carried  nem.  con. 

Society's  Attitude  to  N.H.S. 

Discussion  then  turned  to  Appendix  C 
(the  statement  on  pharmaceutical  services 
under  N.H.S.).  Mr.  Linstead  explained 
that  the  report  was  about  points  at  issue 
between  the  Society  and  the  Ministry.  It 
was  felt  that  there  should  be  full  partici- 
pation by  pharmacists  on  the  three  levels 
of  planning,  administration,  and  the 
carrying-out  of  the  actual  pharmaceutical 
work.  If  the  Town  Hall  were  left  to 
operate  the  pharmaceutical  services  with- 
out pharmacists,  that  would  be  "  weak  spot 
number  i,"  and  it  was  the  duty  of  branches 
to  link  up  with  the  Town  Hall. 

Mr.  F.  T.  R.  Hollings,  Teeside,  said 
that  members  were  being  told  what  to  do, 
but  they  themselves  would  like  to  know 
what  the  Society  would  do  for  the  bran- 
ches. He  felt  that,  like  the  doctors'  organ- 
isations, the  Society  should  write  to  local 
authorities  at  the  appropriate  time  to  urge 
consultation  with  pharmacists.  Mr.  P. 
Varley,  Blackpool,  said  that  at  least  one 
member  of  every  profession  was  on  the 
Blackpool  Health  Committee,  and  this 
system  had  worked  well.  Mr.  F.  H. 
Swire,  Halifax,  said  that  his  experience 
had  been  that,  in  general,  lay  members  of 
Health  Committees  had  little  conception 
of  what  pharmacy  was.  Chemists  must 
therefore  "  put  themselves  over.'' 

Mr.  Linstead  thought  that  Blackpool 
had  the  right  solution.  Something  could 
be  done  on  these  lines,  he  said,  and  an 
appeal  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  by  the 


Society  had  brought  the  "  dusty  answer  , 
that  the  Ministry  wished  to  leave  Healti 
Committees  with  the  fullest  autonomy.  I 
his  view  it  was  necessary  to  "  break  up  thi 
problem  into  small  pieces  and  worry  it  oi  i 
locally." 

Mr.  H.  Clement  Shaw,  from  the  chai!j 
said  his  own  branch  had  found  it  a  goolti 
investment  to  invite  the  civic  authorities  1 
to  meet  pharmacists  at  an  annual  functiorlj 

Medical  Aid  Societies 

Mr.  Linstead  next  spoke  on  healtl] 
centres.  The  negotiators  had  been  told  ill 
the  early  stages,  he  said,  that  progress  ill 
erecting  health  centres  would  be  slow,  bull 
subsequently  the  Ministry  had  been  calleH 
upon  to  deal  with  existing  medical-aiij  I 
societies  rendered  redundant  by  the  Acl|  1 
These  had  been  kept  going  by  calling  then  I 
health  centres  and  running  them  under  thll 
local  authority  for  six  months,  and  thfl 
effect  had  been  to  attach  the  name  healtlH 
centre  to  an  inferior  organisation. 

Mr.  H.  Walsh,  Birmingham,  thoughM 
the  arrangements  for  dealing  with  th<H 
medical-aid  societies  might  prove  the  thiiM 
end  of  the  wedge  of  a  very  raw  deal.  Th<H 
Society  should  make  it  clear  that  the  MinB 
istry  was  evading  its  agreement  in  setting! 
up  health  centres  in  that  way.  Mr.  H.  R! 
Nightingale,  Enfield,  said  the  only  solul 
tion  was  not  to  allow  dispensaries  in  health! 
centres,  and  to  make  existing  pharmacie! 
an  incorporate  part  of  any  health  centre! 
that  might  be  set  up  in  the  future.  Mr! 
P.  G.  Flood,  South-east  Metropolitan,  saicl 
his  business  was  next  door  to  a  health! 
centre  and  in  his  view  chemists  had  noth-l 
ing  to  fear  from  them.  His  own  volume! 
of  business  had  been  put  up  since  the! 
health  centre  reopened  after  the  war. 

A  member  raised  the  question  of  the! 
position  of  pharmacists  in  localities  where! 
there  existed  a  surgery  and  pharmacy  with! 
a  common  entrance.  Mr.  Linstead  re-1 
plied  that  a  common  entrance  was  certainlyl 
regarded  as  objectionable.  Other  similar! 
difficulties  arose  under  the  Act,  and  action! 
could  in  some  cases  be  taken. 

Mr.  H.  Bradshaw,  Huddersfield,  said  I 
that  in  his  area  a  health-centres  sub-  j 
committee  had  been  set  up.  and  this  hadl 
proved  a  safeguard  against  arbitrary  estab-  | 
lishment  of  new  health  centres.  Mr.  A.  j 
Officer,  Glasgow,  thought  that  it  was  les^l 
important  to  prohibit  a  common  entrance  I 
for  a  surgery  and  pharmacy  than  to  dis-  j  j 
allow  surgeries  on  business  premises  occu- 1 
pied  by  a  pharmacist. 
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Publicity  for  Choice  of  Chemist 

Mr.  J.  Reed,,  West  Ham,  said  that, 
ilthough  the  patient  could  choose  where 
lis  prescription  should  be  made  up,  bring- 
ng  this  to  the  notice  of  customers  in  shops 
vas  preaching  to  the  converted.  What  was 
vanted  was  a  notice  to  the  same  effect 
:xhibited  in  every  health  centre.  Mr. 
instead  thought  it  was  wishful  thinking 
or  pharmacists  to  expect  that  course  to  be 
aken,  but  such  a  notice  was  already  on 
he  prescription  forms. 

When  the  paragraohs  relating  to  hos- 
pitals came  up  for  discussion,  Mr.  G. 
Jryan,  Birmingham,  said  the  Guild  of 
'ublic  Pharmacists  agreed  that  there 
tiould  be  advisory  pharmacists,  but  urged 
le  formation  also  of  advisory  committees 
omposed  of  hospital  pharmacists.  The 
unctions  of  chief  and  group  pharmacists 
lould  be  clearly  defined,  and  the  Guild 
Dok  the  view  that  it  was  not  possible  to 
ombine  the  two  functions  in  one  person. 
Ir.  Linstead  said  he  felt  certain  that  the 
mild  would  have  to  reconsider  its  atti- 
lde  to  group  and  chief  pharmacists. 
Discussion  next  took  place  on  the  position 
f  pharmacist  managers  under  N.H.S.  Mr. 
(instead  said  that  the  Ministry's  point  of 
lew  (that  a  proprietor  chemist  was  the 
mtractor  and,  therefore,  the  only  person 
ith  whom  they  were  concerned),  was  at 
ariance  with  the  Society's  that  profes- 
Honal  service  was  provided  by  an  indi- 
Bdual,  who  ought  to  be  responsible. 

Mr.  H.  Walsh,  Birmingham,  deplored 
I  mi,  in  allowing  a  situation  to  arise  in 
I  Ihich  only  contractors  were  recognised, 
1  parmacy  had  lost  its  biggest  chance. 
I  i  Mr.  Gillham,  Leeds,  entered  a  caveat 
I  tat  in  the  past  employers  had  been  re- 
I  >onsible  for  damages ;  if  the  employees 
|  ere  given  greater  responsibility,  who 
I  ould  have  the  liability  for  damages?  Mr. 
I  instead  replied  that,  under  Common 
I  aw,  both  persons  were  equally  liable;  in 
I  ractice  the  proprietor  was  sued  because  he 
I  ad  the  resources.  Replying  to  Mr.  Davies, 
I  [est  Ham,  Mr.  Linstead  said  the 
|j  aciety  held  that  it  would  be  unwise  to 
I  fy  down  specified  lists  of  equipment  to  be 
"ovided  by  contractors. 
Passing  to  clause  12  (pharmaceutical 
I  an-power)  Mr.  Linstead  thought  the 
I*  ^oblem  should  be  examined  again  without 
I  ejudice.  An  increased  number  of  phar- 
I  acists,  he  said,  would  result  in  there  being 
I  ore  shops,  not  in  there  being  more  phar- 
■  :  acists  available  for  duties  in  existing 
|  tops.    What    was    really    required  was 


additional  "  hands  "  for  carrying  out  the 
mechanical  part  of  the  work. 

Mr.  E.  Carter,  Eastbourne,  asked 
whether  the  Society  proposed  to  institute 
some  standards  for  entrants  who  did  not 
intend  to  qualify.  Mr.  Warburton 
thought  that  experienced  unqualified 
assistants  were  now  a  dying  race.  Mr. 
F.  H.  Oliver,  Portsmouth,  disliked  the 
idea  of  a  qualification  for  the  unqualified, 
but  said  the  fact  that  the  demand  existed 
must  be  faced  ;  the  time  had  come  to  take 
steps  to  institute  a  course  for  such  people 
employed  in  pharmacy.  Mr.  P.  G.  Flood, 
South-east  Metropolitan,  appealed  to 
the  Education  Committee  to  recognise 
the  plight  of  the  unqualified,  and  sugges- 
ted that  recognition  should  be  given  to 
experienced  unqualified  persons  who  could 
secure  the  recommendation  of  two  practis- 
ing pharmacists.  The  creation  in  Ireland 
of  a  class  of  registered  druggists  had,  he 
said,  brought  no  harm  to  the  position  of 
pharmacists  in  that  country.  Mr.  H. 
Walsh  thought  that  the  creation  of  a  new 
class  of  recognised  assistants  would  not  be 
a  danger  to  retail  pharmacists,  but  would 
affect  hospital  pharmacists. 

Nothing  to  Fear 

Summing  up,  Mr.  Linstead  thought 
that  some  sort  of  recognition  of  the  un- 
qualified would  undoubtedly  attract  man- 
power to  pharmacy.  It  would  give  the 
certainty  of  a  career  to  persons  who  were 
not  holders,  for  example,  of  the  Higher 
School  certificate.  It  was  true  that  un- 
qualified assistants  of  the  old  type  were  a 
dying  race,  but  their  places  were  being 
taken  by  young  girls,  and  there  was  still  in 
pharmacy  a  reliance  upon  unqualified 
labour.  The  syllabus  for  a  diploma  for 
such  unqualified  assistants  would  be  built 
according  to  requirements.  He  did  not 
think  that  hosoital  pharmacists  would  have 
anything  to  fear  from  such  a  development. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Bowie,  Dartford,  asked  that  a  ver- 
batim report  of  the  proceedings  should  be 
issued  to  branch  secretaries.  Mr.  Lin- 
stead stated  that  a  full  but  not  verbatim 
report  would  be  made  available.  It  was 
also  intimated  from  the  platform  that  the 
request  for  one  month's  notice  of  any  pro- 
posals to  be  put  before  the  Branch  Repre- 
sentatives' meeting  would  be  complied 
with.  The  oroceedings  terminated  with  a 
vote  of  thanks  to  the  chairman,  proposed 
by  Mr.  J.  F.  McNeal  (vice-president  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society). 
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Bicarbonate  Solution  Sterilisation 

By  I.  Michaels 
[Abstract] 
Sodium  bicarbonate  solutions  were  auto- 
claved  in  hermetically  sealed  and  non- 
hsrmetically  sealed  containers.  The  pn 
value  of  all  solutions  showed  increase  in 
alkalinitv.  particularly  when  in  the  non- 
hermetically  sealed  containers.  The  pro- 
portion of  the  original  bicarbonate  re- 
maining in  sodium  bicarbonate  solutions 
autoclaved  in  screw-cap  bottles  and  al- 
lowed to  stand  overnight  before  opening 
was  estimated  by  electrometric  titration. 
When  the  containers  were  nine-tenths  full 
about  93  to  95  per  cent,  was  present ;  in 
bottles  a  quarter  full,  approximately  89 
per  cent,  remained. '  Half  to  three  hours' 
delay  in  opening  the  containers  in  which 
sodium  bicarbonate  solutions  were  auto- 
claved and  allowed  to  cool  at  room  tem- 
perature caused  little  difference  in  the 
remaining  bicarbonate  concentration.  In 
order  to  produce  a  solution  which,  after 
autoclaving,  indicated  the  absence  of  car- 
bonate, it  was  necessary  to  pass  carbon 
dioxide  into  a  <=;  per  cent,  solution  for  two 
minutes  for  half  pint  and  three  minutes 
for  one  pint.  Sodium  bicarbonate  solution, 
passed  through  a  Seitz  filter,  contained  ap- 
proximately o^.r^  per  cent,  of  its  original 
bicarbonate  content  immediately  after 
100  mils  of  solution  had  been  filtered  and 
approximately  8q.^  per  cent,  after  the 
filtered  solution  had  been  subjected  to  the 
negative  pressure  for  one  hour.  (From  the 
school  of  pharmacy,  Chelsea  Polytechnic). 
Discussion 

Mr.  J.  R.  Elliott  pointed  out  that  am- 
poules of  sodium  bicarbonate  were  needed 
in  an  emergency,  and  so  were  made  and 
keot  m  stock.  Was  any  information  avail- 
able on  the  effect  of  storage?  Had  filtra- 
tion under  positive  pressure  been  tried? 

Mr.  F.  H.  Oliver,  Portsmouth,  suggested 
that  a  catalyst  might  be  found  that  would 
quickly  restore  equilibrium  in  the  solution. 

Mr.  H.  Grainger  asked  if  examination 
had  been  made  of  solutions  made  imme- 
diately before  use  with  sodium  bicarbonate 
that  had  been  heated  to  dryness.

Sources  and  Testing  of  Pyrogen

[Abstract] 
Pure  cultures  of  various  types  of  bacteria 
yeasts  and  moulds  were  investigated  tj 
find  whether  they  were  sources  of  pyroger 
using  a  test  based  on  measurement  of  ris 
in  body  temperature  in  a  group  of  rabbit 
when  a  solution  was  injected  intravenously] 
The  relationship  between  the  dose  injectei 
and  the  average  reaction,  plotted  as  J 
graph,  gave  a  curve  similar  to  that  foj 
other  pharmacologically  active  substance! 
that  stimulate  a  measurable  reaction.  Twi 
different  types  of  fevers,  stimulated  by  thJ 
injection  of  various  solutions  of  bacteria 
origin,  were  observed,  one  showing  a  singM 
peak,  followed  by  a  fall  to  normal  bod^J 
temperature,  and  the  other  a  double  peak 
the  second  peak  of  which  seemed  td 
depend  on  the  presence  of  the  bacteria 
cells  because  their  removal  largely  elimi 
nated  it.  All  bacteria  tested  showed  produc- 
tion of  pyrogen,  whereas  the  yeasts  and  the 
moulds  showed  no  detectable  quantities] 
and  the  Gram-negative  bacilli  showedj 
much  greater  powers  of  pyrogen  produc-l 
tion  than  the  Gram-positive  types.  Coryne-\ 
bacterium  diphtherias  produced  little  pyro:! 
genie  response.  Neither  storage  nor  the 
normal  process  of  sterilisation  by  auto- 
claving  at  1 1 5 0  C.  for  thirty  minutes  had 
the  effect  of  removing  pyrogen  from  solu- 
tion.
